Flemish Art of the 16th century, having no such brilliant exponents as the 15th 
and 17th centuries, has always remained in the shadow. At the same time it shonld not 
be forgotten that this period, while being a species of interregnum between early and 
modern art, was a time when still life and Genre painting, hitherto little practised, first 
made itself a definite department of Art. 

As its chief exponent we may pick out Pieter Aertsen, the founder of Flemish 
still life painting. No attempt, beyond the work of de Roevers, which is more of the 
nature of a catalogue, has hitherto been made to present this master and his work to the 
public, hence the author has endeavoured to produce a work giving a chronological 
account of his life work.

A record o{ the place of the craftsman and his work in a feudal society not unlike 
that of Early Medieval Europe. It deals not with a period of great attainment in 
*• fine ” art, but with a “ great and beautiful scheme of peasant decoration ” based upon 
the traditions of Indian art. Much has been written on Indian Arts and Crafts, but never 
before have the Arts and Crafts of a limited area been treated of and illustrated in great 
detail. It should be clearly understood that Sinhalese art is an integral part of Indian; 
it possesses this special interest, that it is in many respects of earlier character, and 
more purely Hindu (though actually Buddhist) than any art surviving on the mainland 
bo late bb the early nineteenth century. Even at the present day, there is much to 
be learnt about Dravidian art from Sinhalese sources; many, indeed, of the Sinhalese 
craftsmen were immigrants from Southern India. All these points are dealt with, and 

extracts given from the Sanskrit technical works (Silpa Sastras), of which the most important 
treats of the proportions of images. To craftsmen and students of sociology, the picture of 
this simple feudal society, wherein the craftsman held so secure and so honourable a position 
will seem like an extract from some far “Utopia”; and perhaps it may in some small 
measure contribute to the solution of the problems of commercialism. But the picture is 
a sad one, for it shows all that was beautiful and simple in a highly civilised and independent 
community to be now in the last stages of disintegration.

In 1889 the Trustees of the British Museum acquired from Professor 
John Ruskin a volume of Italian drawings, which that gentleman had 
bought some fifteen years previously, at a time when the Trustees were 
unable to make the acquisition themselves. These drawings belong to 
the most interesting period of Florentine art, about 1460 a.d., and are 
unique in character and subject, representing the personages and events 
of sacred and profane history from the creation of man to the foundation 
of Florence by Julius Caesar. They are ninety-nine in number, each 
measuring thirteen inches high by nine inches wide, and are executed in 
pen-and-bistre and bistre-wash, with an extraordinary richness and 
fancifulness of invention in matters of costume, ornament, and decoration. 
They are obviously the work of a draughtsman who was before all things 
a jeweller. In architectural and decorative design he shows himself 
steeped in the influence of those masters who had transformed and were 
transforming Florence in his time, viz. Brunelleschi, Donatello with his 
followers, Michelozzo, and the rest; while by the style and sentiment 
of his figures he belongs to that group of energetic realists which 
comprised the painters Andrea del Castagno, Paolo Uccello, Alessio 
Baldovinetti, and the brothers Pollaiuolo. 
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
